periment is to be tried in the public 
ichools here 
Supt. Power and Dr 


Barns of the bureau of educ ttion wish 
to find by actual experiment whether 
or not there con be established any cer- 
tain relation between the physical and 
mental development of childien In the 
various grades. 1 hey have accordingly 
perfected plans for taking1 the meas 
urement of 20,000 of the school chil 
dren of the nation's capital according 
to the celebrated Berton method,which 
in France, where it originated, and in 
this country has been confined almost 
exclusively to the criminal classes 
The director of physical training in 
the schools will conduct the experi- 
ments. 


When the results of the measure- 


ments are tabulated it is believed they 
will disclose whether there Is ;.ny defi- 
nite relation between the physical and 
the mental developments of the pupils, 
and If this is satisfactorily established 
it will be used to advise the teachers as 
to amount of work that may be re- 
quired of a pupil, in many cases pre- 
venting all overstraining 
of those 


whose physical development does not 
keep pace with their mental, and point- 
ing out as well when that work can be 
required of a pupil without injury 


This experiment la a new departure, 


but it is in line with the advance of 
modern work, and the teachers of the 
schools an hopeful that It will lead to 
a valuable result

Climate and longevity. 


On the 30th ot June of last year there 


were on the pension rolls twenty-two 
widows of man who took part in the revo- 
lutionary war, though the oldest ot tbe 
widows mast have become a wife long 
after the war was ended. Seven of the 
twenty-two were over 90 yeare ot age on 
the day mentioned; two ot them, oneo 
whom has since died, had passed their 
hundredth year, six were more than 80, 
but leas than 90 years ot aga, and the 
youngest on the list was near to her 
seventy-fifth birthday. 


Only ten ot the twenty ladies aie resi- 


dents ot the southern states, three being 
from Tennessee, three from Virginia, two 
tram Georgia, one from Kentucky, and 
one from North Caroline; two ot the ton 
belong to the younger group ot ladies, 
who are but in their seventies. Of the 
oentenariana one is credited to Pennsyl- 
vania and one to Virginia; the two who 
were rated at 92 fears belong to Illinois 
and to the state ot Washington; ot the 
three who hid celebrated thair ninety- 
first birthdays two have flonruihed in the 
black climate of Vermont and one in the 
scarcely less trying tempsratnn ot New 
York. In tact, the southern states claim 
but one ot the ten ladies whose ages 
range between 90 and 100. These figures 
certainly do not argue against the seven 
climates of the northern staton.
